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To  the  Members  of  the  Ngwhaven  Port  Health  Authority. 
Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  Port  of  ^ewhaven  during  the  year  1943. 


The  health  of  the  crews  in  ships  entering  the  Port  over 
this  period  has  been  very  good.  Only  7  cases  of  sickness  or 
injury  were  brought  to  my  notice.  'They  were  as  follows: 
enlarged  axillary  glands  (l)  Vax  in  the-  ear  (2),  whitlow  (l) 
injury  to  the  eye  (l)  Measles  (2)  -  the  latter  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital 

To  provide  against  the  importation  of  Infectious  Disease 
into  the  Port,  temporary  quarantine  would  be  at  the  anchorage, 
until  fixed  quarantine  is  arranged,  which  under  present  circum¬ 
stances  is  fluid.  The  Lewes , He whavon  &  Seaford  Joint  Hospital 
Board  possess  a  well  equipped  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  can  be  removed  for  treatment  at  any  time. 
Cases  of  smallpox  may  be  removed  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Chailey,  and  for  this  object  arrangements  are  in  force  with 
Brighton  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance.  A  supply  of  calf 
lymph,  renewed  every  two  months,  is  always  kept  in  cold  storage 
and  can  be  obtained  at  vary  short  notice.  In  case  of  the 
incidence  of  Plague  on  board  any  vessel  entering  the  Harbour, 
it  is'  proposed  to  apply  rat  guards,  and  wrapping  over  the 
mooring  ropes  tarred 'daily  to  prevent  the  incursion  of  rats 
on  to  the  shore. 

The  only  foreign  Port  with  which  Hewhaven  had  any  con¬ 
siderable  traffic  was  Dieppe,  and  the  chief  risk  of  the 
importation  of  Infectious  Disease  was  from  the  Continent  of 
Europe.  This  traffic  is  now  brought  to  a  standstill  owing  to 
the  war. 

The  total  number  of  vessels  entering  the  Port  during  the  y 
year  was  205.  Hine  entered  the  Port  for  shelter  onjty,  and!  one 
towing.  The  sanitary  conditions  generally  were  good,  and  there 
was  no  necessity  to  serve  any  notice.  Verbal  instructions 
were  given  in  those  cases  where  improvement  could  be  made,  and 
where  further  inspection  was  possible,  such  improvement  was 
found  to  have  been  carried  out*  One  ship  -was  fumigated  for 
rats;  three  fishing  vessels  and  one  tug  were  fumigated  for 
bugs.  Rats  were  not  otherwise  fin  evidence'., probably  due  to 
the  fact  that  cargoes  were  coal  or  stone,  carried  by  coastwise 
shipping  only.
